Council Passes 
Dog Amendment 
Hires Full-Time Dog 
Catcher for $50 a Week 


The City Council formally took action Tuesday on all dogs running 


at large in the city by passing an amendment to an old ordirfance that 
provides for the hiring of a full-time dog catcher. 


Mayor William Slothower immediately appointed, with the ap- 


proval of the council, Grover C. Magness, 314 Galena Ave., as dog 
catcher for the city with a salary of $50 a week. 


Magness attended last week's 


session while the dog question was 
being discussed by interested citi- 
zens and the council and at that 
time volunteered to be a dog 
catcher. 


The dog catcher has the power 


:o impound all dogs running at 
arge and will hold them for 48 
hours at the city pound. If they are 
not claimed by their owners with- 
n this two-day penod, they will 
be shot. 


Under Ballard 


The ordinance also provides that 


the newly appointed dog catcher is 
under the direct supervision of the 
commissioner of public health and 
safety. 


Mrs. Pauline Evans, president 


of the local humane society, told 
the council that her organization 
was happy with the action but ask- 
:d about a reported ."cruel" act to 
a dog recently by a policeman. 


"We received the report that a 


certain policeman was asked to 
make a dog move from in front of 
he Dixon Theater and that police- 
man kicked the dog in the face 
when it wouldn't move," 
Mrs. 


vans said. 
Commissioner C. Lyle Ballard 


replied, "Yes, Mrs. Evans, that 
>oliceman was wrong, he was 
wrong because he didn't shoot the 
dog on the spot! 


Snapped at Tots 


"We had received reports that 


the dog had been snapping at 
mall children coming out of the 
movie and the policeman was only 
lefending himself wTiile trying to 
move it off the public street. 


"If the incident hadn't occurred 


on a crowded downtown street, the, 


policeman would have destroyed 
the animal." 


Mayor Slothower also appointed 


Commissioners Ballard and Lig- 
ouri Welch to a committee to study 
the posibihty of redistncting the 
north side. 


The action came after Commis- 


sioner Joe Vaile asked the council 
to consider the addition of a polling 
place in the northeast section of 
north Dixon to make it more con- 
venient for the citizens in that fast- 
expanding area to vote. 


There 
are 
only two 
polling 


places on the north side compared 
to four on the south side at the 
present time. 


Commisioner Ballard brought up 


the possibility of making an addi- 
tional polling place in the Washing- 
ton school district. 


City Atty. Gerald Jones told the 


council that it had the power to 
redistrict the north side but warn- 
ed it had to be done before the 
February primaries.

The Post Office is 20,000 pieces 


of mail ahead of last year. Post- 
master C. H. Redebaugh said to- 
day. 


"We handled 408,580 pieces of 


mail and pared post between Dec. 
7 and 39 compared to 388,266 for 
the corresponding time last year," 
Redebaugh explained. 


"Friday was our peak day," he 


said, "when we handled 
59,550 


cards, letter,s papers, magazines, 
and packages—i90 more than our 
heaviest day in 1953. 


"As an example of how we are 


ahead of last year," he said "a year 
ago Sunday we had a backlog of 
almost 85,000 pieces of mail. Last 
Sunday, we were handling the mail 
faster than it was being mailed." 


Redebaugh praised his assistants, 


Peter Phalen and Lloyd 
Duffy, 


along with all the clerks, carriers 
and temporary help for the good 
job they're doing. 


'•Without their 100 per cent co- 


operation, we wouldn't be ahead of 
the mail this year." 


Redebaugh expressed his thanks 


to the public for cooperating by 
mailing early and using the local 
and non-local stickers on their 
cards. 


He mentioned that some tempor- 


ary cardboard sorting boxes and 
a newly installed electric elevator 
to the basement have aided the 
workers. 


"The elevator greatly relieves 


the congestion on the first floor by 
making it practical to take down 
and sort all pared post in the 
basement," he added.

Rifle Bullet Crashes 
Into Schoolroom Here 
Religious 
Class Is 
Startled 


Spent Projectile 
Hits Wife of Dixon 
Baptist Minister 


The wife of a Dixon Baptist 


minister escaped serious in- 
jury today when a spent rifle 
bullet struck her in the foot 
as she was teaching a Chris- 
tian education class of more 
than 30 youngsters on the 
second floor of the Lincoln 
grade school. 


The bullet went through a large 


window near the ceiling on the 
east side of Lincoln school and 
splintered a Venetian blind before 
glancing into the room and hitting 
Mrs. A. A. Vinz. 


The incident happened at 8:10 


a.m., at a time when the room was 
filled with fijfth, sixth and seventh 
graders for their weekly religion 
class. 


This is the second shooting inci- 


dent in the past four days. An 
elderly Swissville couple, Mr. and 
Mrs. Peter Snyder, were startled 
Sunday when a bullet struck the 
side of their slate shingled house 
only inches from where Mr. Snyder 
was seated in front of a window 


Police Chief Frank Tyne issued 


a stern warning to anyone shooting 
firearms in the city limits and 
said they will be prosecuted to the 
limit of the law if caught. 


Mrs. Vinz said she was "quite 


startled and shocked" when the 
shooting occurred and said she had 
no idea who would do such a thing 
and didn't know where the shot 
came from. 


Mrs. Vinz added that the bullet 


didn't injure her physically. 


The bullet caused only a small 


hole in the window. The general 
direction of the shot seemed to in- 
dicate the rifle was fired in the 
vicinity of the North Western rail- 
road tracks east of the building.

Dr. Sam Will Fight Verdict 


Am Not Guilty,' He 


Says After Conviction 


CLEVELAND (.?)—Dr. Samuel Sheppard, boyish-faced defendant in 


a sensational murder trial that made him a familiar "Dr. Sam" to 
newspaper readers across the nation, was convicted Tuesday on sec- 
ond degree murder. 


A jury reached that verdict, 


which does not carry the death 
jenalty, after five days of delib- 
eration. 


Still protesting "I am not guilty," 


Sheppard was sentenced immediate- 
y to life imprisonment. 


Asked Death 


The state had asked the death 


jenalty. 
It contended 
Sheppard 


jludgeoned his pregnant wife. Mar- 
lyn, to death after an argument 
over his affairs with other women. 


Sheppard insisted she was killed 


by another man, probably a bur- 
glar, who invaded their comfort- 
able home on the shore of Lake 
Grit. fit* TuMdiy, 


diet was read in court, he learned 
that the jurors did not believe him. 


His lawyers announced they will 


appeal for a new trial. If it is 
denied, or goes against him a sec- 
ond time, he will be in prison at 
least 10 years. Then he would be 
eligible to apply for parole. 


Birthday in Week 


His Slst birthday comes one 


week from today. 


Last July 4, in the dark, early- 


morning hours, Marilyn Sheppard 
was beaten to death as she lay in 
bed. She was four months preg- 
nant. Sheppard told police that a 
powerfully built intruder commit- 
ted the ctiflM tad 


out when he ran into the bedroom. 


The state said Sheppard was in- 


volved with other women. One of 
them, Susan Hayes, came from 
California to testify as a prosecu- 
tion witness. She is 24, slim, au- 
burn-haired and attractive. 
She 


admitted intimate relations with 
the doctor. 
He denied them, at 


first, but also admitted later that 
what she said was true. 


Key Questions 


The prosecution asked these key- 


questions during the trial: 


1. If there was a maniacal killer 


standing by Marilyn Sheppard's 
bed when her husband ran into the 
bedroom, 
why 
didn't he strike 


down, and possibly murder, Shep- 
pard as well? 


2. Who arranged the downstairs 


rooms to give the appearance that 
a burglary had been committed, 
although nothing of value was 
missing? 


In reply, the defense repeatedly 


challenged the state's attorneys to 
show a motive. What reason, they 
asked, could Sheppard have had to 


testified that he told her he "loved 
his wife very dearly, but not as a 
wife." 


Reads Verdict 


Judge Edward Blythir. read the 


verdict which said: 


"We. the members of the jury, 


find the defendant not guilty of 
first-degree murder, but guilty of 
second-degree murder " 


The judge ordered him {Shep- 


pard) to stand before the high 
bench and asked the doctor if he 
had anything to say before sen- 
tence was pronounced. 


Sheppard said: 
"I am not guilty and I feel there j 


has been proof presented that I ' 
could not have performed this j 
crime."

Corrigan, defiant and aggressive 


as always, said he would file no- 
tice of intention to appeal next Fri- 
day. The judge set Dec. 30 for 
the hearing on it.

Holds Her 
At Gunpoint 
For 24 Hours 


Finally Surrenders 
To Police When He's 
Promised Treatment 


WAKE FOREST. N. C. UP) 


—A jealous suitor who had 
icld his girl friend at gun 
:)oint in a textile mill here for 
more than 24 hours released 
her this afternoon and gave 
up to police without a strug- 
gle. 


Crahnm Timbeilake, 31-year-old 


textile woiker. turned Jessie Eliz- 
abeth Diivis, 30. loose shortly after 
12-30 p in., to end a day and night 
of hotroi during which she didn't 
know at what moment the de- 
ranged man might send a bullet 
crashing into her body. 


Timbeilake was spirited out of 


the mill by officers and rushed to 
Raleigh. Miss Davis was taken 
away from the scene immediately 
in. an automobile by members of 
her family. She was unharmed. 


Shoun Tapers 


The long vigil ended when offi- 


cers showed Timber-lake official 
papers commiting him to a North 
Carolina mental hospital. The com- 
mitment papers were signed by 
Dr. C. T. Wilkinson, Wake Forest 
physician called in by the girl's 
family, and Dr. George W. Cqrbin 
Jr., of nearby Rollsville. 


The textile worker had told offi- 


cers a short time earlier that h« 
would surrender the girl when he 
saw the commitment papers. 


Timberlake was taken directly 


to Dix Hill State Hospital at Ra- 
leigh. 


The day-long period of terror for 


the pretty Davis woman, who 
worked in the Royal Cotton mill 
with Timberlake began at 11:45 
a m., Tuesday. 


The 5 feet 8, 130-pound Timber- 


lake, pulled a gun from his pocket 
and forced her into a small room 
in the mill. He reportedly was 
jealous over Miss Davis' attentions 
to an unidentified soldier. 


Once this morning Timberlaka 


turned the woman loose so she 
could make a quick trip to a rest- 
room, but during her absence ha 
held a physician as hostage for 
her. It was a three-way bargain 
among Dr. Corbin, Timberlake and 
Miss Davis that she return and she 
did. 


Repeated efforts during the bit- 


ter cold night to drug the man 
through food or drink failed. Hs 
kept his 
25 caliber automatic 


pistol pointed almost constantly at 
the head or stomach of the woman. 


Officers and friends of both Miss 


Davis and Timberlake crowded 
around the door of the tiny room 
and pleaded for her release. From. 
time to time Timberlake permitted 
some of his fnends. doctors and 
Jessie Elizabeth's older sister, Pe- 
tronia. to enter the room and talk 
with him. 


Once, Petroma said, Timberlaka 


put his pistol in a pocket, but she 
couldn't reach him. The man ap- 
parently had planned his escapade 
well and had arranged a barricade 
of packing cases around the area 
where he held Miss Davis. 


Bud Timberlake, a brother of the 


deranged man. saul Graham told 
him about thiee weeks ago that 
he had suffered a nervous spell 
and had asked a deputy sheriff 
to have him committed. He spent 
several days m the Wake County 
jail as a mental patient but was 
not committed to an institution and 
returned to work Monday. 


"Fine Worker'' 


Mill officials said Timberlake 


had been employed there for sev- 
eral years and was a "fine work- 
er." 


Timberlake and Miss Davis had 


gone together for some time, mem- 
bers of her family said, but Jessie 
Eiiabeth quit seeing the man after 
he threatened her recently. 


A reporter asked Timberlake why 


he did it. 


"It was just one of those things 


you do and are soiry for after- 
ward." he sa:d.

For the month of October con- 


sumption exceeded the amount of 


production; how- 
ever, for the 
month of Novem- 
ber and early 
December,

sumption. Your 
corn crop was 
one of the best 
in 
the country 


and you no doubt re- 


member there were many in the 
area of southern Illinois and other 
states who severely suffered from 
drought and in other ways are less 
fortunate than we. At this holiday 
season, known for giving, let us 
divide what we have so that all 
may enjoy it.• * • 


• With the winter weather that we 
have been having I am sure that 
you folks are interested in im- 
proving your farmstead layout 
and feeding practices so that your 
livestock will be more convenient 
and you will find that your feeding 
methods dp not keep you out in the 
cold weather so long. 


Some of the things that jou 


might be considering — don't 
over-shelter the beef cattle you 
are feeding this winter. The 
worst thing you can do Is keep 
them in a tight, steamy barn. 
All classes of cattle do very well 
If they have some kind of roof 
over them to protect them from 
cold rains, a windbreak on the 
north and west and a dry place 
to lie down. A shed that is open 
on the south or east is ideal. 
There are several new methods 


of simplifying your livestock feed- 
ing. 
One of the most important 


would be to have a paved feed lot, 
and from there you can go to vari- 
ous methods of self-feeding 


About a year ago, Calvin Borne- 


man, Leaf River, came into my 
office saying he was having diffi- 
culty with his dairy herd in that 
they would not dnnk water like 
they should and were going down 
on feed consumption, which in turn 
reduced the milk production from 
iis herd After some investigation, 
we found that the tank heater was 
not properly grounded You will be 
needing your tank heater from 
now on; be sure it is installed 
woperly and grounded so that your 
livestock will not be receiving a 
shock when they attempt to get a 
dnnk.

them and many believe that get- 
ting the weight on a lean type hog 
cannot be done as economically as 
fat hogs

two days ago Mrs. Hulitt Hodges, 
a plump, pleasant-faced matron of 
31. lay down to take a little nap. 
There was a thunderous crash. 
She felt a violent blow on her left 
arm and hip. Sunlight s h o n e 
through a hole in the ceiling. A 
rough-edged black "rock" lay near 
her. 


She had been struck by a frag- 


ment of a shooting star which had 
hurtled to the earth from outer 
space. Scientists said the was the 
first person in recorded history 
known to be hit by a meteorite. 


She still has to spend part of 


each day in bed because of the 
severe bruises she suffered. She 
has nightmares, in which "it seems 
!:ke I hear the sound."

She and her husband moved out 


of their comfortable frame resi- 
dence to a smaller house after 
her landlady Mrs. Birdie Guy filed 
suit for the meteorite, for which 
more than $5,000 has been offered. 
Mrs. 
Guy's lawyer said the Su- 


preme Court has held that a 
meteorite belongs to the owner of 
the property on which it falls. 


"The meteorite is personal prop- 


erty." argues Atty. Huel M. Love 
lor Mrs. Hodges. "It didn't come 
to rest on Mrs. Guy's property- 
it came to rest on Mrs. Hodges." 


Both the Smithsonian Institution 


and Alabama State Museum at 


the University of Alabama want 
the fragment, but the Smithsonian 
says the meteorite itself isn't worth 
$500. 


Mrs. Hodges says. "I think God 


intended it for me. After all. it hit 
me." 


The meteorite is in care of her 


lawyer now.

Behind the Camouflage 


How important the arming of West Germany is to the 


Western defenses in Europe can be gauged from the noise.of 
threats emanating from the Soviet Union since the French 
and Germans began debating the Pans pacts. 


Those agreements, of course, would bring West Ger- 


many into NATO and authorize the re-establishment of Ger- 
S armed forces. They would give NATO sufficient ground 
strength to diminish sharply the prospects for the success 
of anv surprise land invasion by Russian armies. 


The Kremlin thoroughly understands this. It is one of 


manv reasons why the Russians have been offering the free 
world soft talk for the past year and a half. They have 
been trving to put the West to sleep. 
The policy seemed to be paying off handsomely when 


EDC collapsed. But upon its crumbled structure rose the 
Paris agreements, with strong hopes that after some diffi- 
cult hurdles are cleared, both France and Germany will 
ratify. 
. . . 


So now the Soviet leaders have dropped their sweet 


words and are shouting tough language. Foreign Minister 
Molotov says the march of communism will go on, and will 
never be stopped. 
Furthermore, he warns that if the West Germans are 


armed then all hope of unifying East and West Germany is 
dead. And. of course, the Soviet Union has seemed to back 
up this threat by planning the "conversion of the East Ger- 
man police force"into a mechanized army. 


The latest in the series of threats came when the Soviet 


government threatened to abrogate its 1944 friendship treaty 
with France if France ratifies the London-Paris agreements 
for rearming Western Germany. 


All this is quite revealing as to the true nature of our 


"peace-loving" friends in Moscow. Even the Bevanites in 
England must be slightly taken aback. But the threats, like 
the soft talk that went before, contain large elements of 
phoniness. 
•

Molotov implies that if the West Germans do not arm 


there is strong likelihood of German unity. The truth is that 
Russia's terms for unification are now and always have been 
almost totally unacceptable to the West. They would merely 
insure that Germany would be either a helpless neutral, or 
another satellite of the Soviet Union. 


Certainly the Paris pacts are founded on the assump- 


tion that a divided .Germany will exist for some time. But 
that is not the West's fault. These agreements, simply rec- 
ognize a situation that was of Moscow's making, and is not 
likely to be undone while present world tensions continue. 


As for the "conversion" of the East German police, the 


fact is that they are an army now. Russia might indeed de- 
cide to beef them up if the Paris agreements take effect, but 
that would represent no basic change. 


The Bear has laid down the olive branch, which it al- 


ways held rather clumsily, and is growling. To responsible 
free men who have never lost sight of his constant purpose 
of global conquest, his new aspect should prove neither sur- 
prising nor frightening. They could always see behind the 
camouflage.

Ford has a "foundation" of $300,- 


000.000 and a little change-pocket 
"fund" of $15,000,000 with which 
to manifest his abundant love of 
the human 
race—and advertise 


an excellent, competitive automo- 
bile business. 
Dubinsky has a 


treasury 
of 
$160,000,000 
from 


which, we are reliably given to 
suspect, he apportions undeclared 
bundles of money to maintain a 
state department of his own in 
many foreign lands under the prin- 
cipal guidance of two old-time, in- 
veterate and unregenerate 
com- 


munists. Jake Lovestone and Irv- 
ing Brown. He works in cahoots 
with Eisenhower's State Depart 
ment and Ike's Department of 
Labor. 


We taxpayers also pay the board 


and keep on foreign station of an 
undeclared number of so-called 
labor representatives officially at- 
tached to our embassies, ail of 
them union stiffs from the A. F.

Who the devil are these people 


that they think they have a Special 
mission to civilize the heathen, 
plant groves of olive trees and 
citrus, slap together pretty vil- 
lages, and build colleges for mil- 
lions of strangers far away, thus 
relieving them of their taxes and 
their governments of that expense, 
all at o,ur expense? 


The Ford Foundation is not the 


government of the United States. 
Neither is the New York Herald 
Tribune, another notable benefi- 
ciary 
of 
such 
tax-exemption. 


Neither is the Garment Workers' 
Union. 
And, if it comes to that, 


the very government of the United 
States, itself, has no legal right, 
but only a power illegally assumed, 
to tax George Spelvin, American, 
to the end that the income tax of 
the Man in the Street of Hartlepool, 
Marseilles or Tel Aviv may be 
diminished and his calories in- 
creased. 


There is a mass of money and a 


mass of power in these foundations 
greater by far than any irrespon- 
sible aggregation of alert, aggres- 
sive private money and power in 
the history of finance. This great 
thing grew up unsuspected. The 
big foundations in the first place 
were philanthropic in the cweet 
understanding of that word. 
Now 


they are politically aggressive and 
operated to a major degree by 
Reds 
and fellow-travelers, 
and 


they have used "education," once 
a legitimate function of the phil- 
anthropic funds, to discredit tha 
American Constitution and impair 
the' firmness of our sovereignty. 


Unions received our approval be- 


cause they whined that the Com- 
mon Man alone was no match for 
Corporate 
Wealth and required 


massive power to drive his bar- 
gains. They did not claim nor did 
we foresee that they would ac- 
quire by sheer assumption a power 
to levy payroll taxes on industry 
for political funds hostile to the 
political rights of all of us, includ- 
ing their own members. 


These monsters are too big, too 


rich, too arrogant and will destroy 
our rights and absorb our govern- 
ment unless we put them in chains 
right away. 
What's Right?

Of ^Enjoying 111 Health' 


A goodly number of people— 


mostly but not exclusively women 
—show every evidence of "enjoy- 
ing ill health." 


When given the standard greet- 


ing "How are you?" they always 
reply "Not so good" or "Just 
fair." One complaint follows an- 
other with predictable regularity. 


This is really a curious state of 


mind. It is, I suppose, a method of 
attracting sympathy and attention. 
Often, of course, • those who look 
on life in this way really do not 
feel on top of the world and have 
ailments which keep them mental- 
ly and physically depressed. 


BUT ALMOST invariably, too, 


there is an element of self-pity in 
such people which is hard td live 
with and which is found wearing 
and distressing to friends and rela- 
tives. Indeed the person who has 
suffered some major catastrophe 
physically and yet is constantly 
cheerful in the face of this adver- 
sity is much more popular. 


There are few people who have 


reached or passed middle life— 
and there are many younger ones 
too—who do not have one or more 
ailments which are painful or un- 
comfortable, and which nag at 
them either continuously or from 
time to timo. Some have more 
afflictions than others, but cheer- 
fulness and courage in the face of 
difficulty undoubtedly adds to the 
pleasures of life and good relation* 
witbotten.

IT SHOULD NEVER be forgot- 


ten that nature is itself a great 
healer. Most people who becom* 
sick, even with serious conditions, 
recover entirely. Others who fall 
ill progress to a stage where the 
disease from which they suffered 
has been conquered even though 
some bad effects may remain. Still 
others may even suffer serious dis- 
ability such as the loss of a limb 
from disease or injury and yet b« 
able to resume reasonably active 
and useful lives. 


Another thing people should re- 


member about the many diseases 
and injuries which may afflict 
mankind is that even though peo- 
ple COULD get a great many dis- 
eases they rarely do. The chances 
are that the average person will 
encounter only a few serious con- 
ditions and recover from these. 


THE CONSTANT FEAR that one 


might catch leprosy, cholera, yel- 
low fever, tuberculosis, or what- 
not is far worse than the actual 
danger to which w« are exposed. 
These people who are 
always 


anxious are worse off than these 
who use reasonable precautions 
and then take their chances with- 
out undue worry. The worrier be- 
comes what is known as a neu- 
rotic. The sensible point of few to 
take is to use reasonable caution

Shipped to 
Chicago Yards 


CHICAGO W—A four-truck ship- 


ment of hogs from South Carolina, 
which state and federal 
officials 


escorted across Ohio, arrived in 
Chicago today for processing. 


Dr. Fred C. Mau. veterinarian in 


charge of public stockyard activi- 
:ies, said the hogs were given spe- 
cial handling because at one time 
they had vesicular exanthems. This 
is a virus disease of hogs which 
has no effect on humans, he said. 


Dr. Mau said the hogs did not 


have the disease at time of ship- 
ment, but could get it again in 
120 days. Because of this possibi- 
lity the hogs were shipped in 
sealed trucks, under U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture supervision, to 
Cnicago lor processing. 


Dr. Mau said the hogs came from 


an area in which "raw garbage" 
is fed to hogs. In states where 
garbage destined for hog feeding is 
cooked. Dr. Mau said, the disease 
has been stamped out. 


The shipment was made to Chica- 


go because a Chicago packing 
house is one of few which handle 
such hogs because of expense in- 
volved in ihe special processing. 
The USDA declined to name the 
packer. 


T,he 
special 
process includes 


cooking and canning for marketing. 
The last such shipment of hogs to 
the Chicago packing plant was in 
October 1953. Dr. Mau stated.

"We must face up to the fact 


that the Communist concept of 
'peaceful coexistence' means that 
the United States and other fiee 
nations will be allowed to exist 
only until communism has been 
able to subvert them from within 
or destroy them by aggression 
from without," he said. 


He said the best hope for world 


peace lies in showing "firm and 
united resistance to any further 
Communist aggress-on, whether of 
the external or internal variety."
